of the province of Camaguey was 
devastated and parts of Santa Clara 
and Onente province were dam- 
aged by the disturbance, which cut 
a wide swath through the island 
Wednesday. 


Nearly all the dead were .report- 


ed from the Caribbean coast village 
of Santa Cruz del Sur in Camaguey 
province. The hurricane blew up a 
tidal wave that virtually destroyed 
the town, trapping its residents in. 
the night. 


Camaguey, Manzanillo, Redencl- 


on, Nuevitas, and other nearby ci- 
ties and towns were badly damag- 
ed, bat of these only Camaguey 
thus far had reported a death list. 
Seventeen were killed there.

On Tuesday the American people 


repudiated more than the Hoover 
Administration. They

the post-war regime because it liad 
iailed to insure them work, 'security, 
peace, and order. It is true that 
the depression1" was the immediate 
cause of the immense stampede of 
Republicans from the ranks of their 
party. But that stampede took place 
under the call of men who told the 
voters that the system of policies 
sursued during the past decade was 
;he principal cause of the depres- 
sion. The voters accepted this diag- 
nosis, though many of them may 
not understand it and many will 
disapprove the remedies which this 
diagnosis requires. The fact re- 
mains that a decisive portion of the 
electorate came to the conclusion 
hat the controlling policies of the 
ast decade had been proved to be 
disastrous and that the crisis de- 
manded what,Mr. Roosevelt called 
'a new deal" 


To Mr. Roosevelt has been given 


a national mandate to revise those" 
policies. •

The Republican system, which 


came into effect with the election 
of Warren Harding, has been re- 
pudiated not so much because the 
voters have a reasoned disapproval 
of its component principles as that 
they are in rebellion 
against its 


consequences. That system was con- 
structed in 1920 by the astute poli- 
ticians who engineered the election 
of Harding. The system had three 
c jrdinal principles: a refusal to take 
any further part in settling the war, 
a determination to pursue a policy 
of ruthless economic; nationalism, 
and support of prohibition. 


The first two of these principles 


played a mighty part In aggravat- 
ing a normal business depression 
into a world-wide economic disloca- 
tion. For the policy of Isolation con- 
demned the world to the prolonged 
agony resulting^ from its inability 
either to enforce or to amend the 
setttlement which had been dictated 
to the vanquished nations because 
of the American intervention. The 
policy of economic nationalism, 
which the United States initiated 
and other nations have imitated, 
that is to sar the policy of prohibi- 
tive tariffs, aggressive expansion of 
exports and collection of Wat debts, 
upset the normal relations between 
creditor and nations, perverted the 
ordinary course of trade, destroyed 
the stability of currencies, and help- 
ed greatly to inflame the 'world- 
wide commercial war which is now 
raging. The third principle, the sup 
port of prohibition, brought as its 
result a volume of corruption, of 
lawlessness, and of waste of public 
money without parallel in our his- 
tory. 


Mr. Hoover did not make this sys- 


tem of politics. He inherited it from 
his predecessors. It ia against the 
consequences of those policies thai 
the voters liave made their protest.

The problem before Mr. Roosevelt 


is not a simple one. For though the 
voters are in revolt against the con- 
sequences of the post-war policies 
except as to prohibition, they are by 
no means convinced that the com- 
ponent elements of those policies

ample, that the mass of voters who 
elected Mr. Roosevelt see the con- 
nection between political isolation 
and- economic nationalism on the 
one hand and the miseries and in-' 
securities which afflict them on the 
other. The result which would fol-

rloosevelt has still to convince them 
:hat the policies should be changed. 
Therefore, he will .read the verdict 
most accurately, I believe, if he as-

Mr. Roosevelt sets forth

iavorable omens. Luckily for him 
i±ie public has not been taught to 
look upon him .as a superman.

CALLED A "FUNDAMENTAL 


PRINCIPLE" 


Carefully and indelibly written into 


the constitution of the United States are 
these words: 
"Nor shall any state de- 


prive any person of life, liberty, or prop- 
erty, without due process of law." 


Those are words that have an awe- 


inspiring and momentous significance to 
seven negro youths under sentence of 
death in Alabama for alleged criminal 
assault. Strange to say, considering the 
history of this country and the hundreds 
of thousands of different criminal cases 
that have been brought to court, the ex- 
act point appearing in the Alabama case 
now famous as the Scottsboro case, was 
never Taised before. 


It is not difficult to see however that 


the term "due process of law" might 
mean, different things to different people. 
Its particular application in the Scotts- 
boro case arose in this manner: Upon 
the arrest of the seven defendants whose 
ages ranged from 15 to 20 years and who 
were all ignorant, illiterate, friendless 
and far from their homes, the court did 
not appoint counsel to defend them until 
the morning of their trial. This the su- 
preme court decides was a violation of 
their rights under the federal constitu- 
tion, in other words that then- trial was 
invalid and that the sentence of death 
meted out to them could not stand be- 
cause not arrived at "by due process of 
law." 


The supreme court declares that "it 


would not have been an idle ceremony 


1 to have given the defendants reasonable 
j[ opportunity to communicate with their 
* families and endeavor to obtain counsel,". 
Z- and that "it is hardly necessary to say 
* that the right of counsel being conceded, 
* a defendant.should be afforded a fair op- 
> portonity to secure counsel of his own 
* choice." Deliberately the court declares, 
* "Not only was that not done here, but 
~ such designation of counsel as was at- 
~ tempted was either so indefinite or so 
* close upon the trial as to amount to a 
f denial of effective and substantial aid*in 
* that regard."

Of course, ethe United States supreme 


* court was not concerned directly with 
* the guilt or innocence of these men. It 
* has not the authority of a jury to find a 
« man guilty or not guilty. It was con- 
* cerned with but one thing, that is the 
" right of every person, black or white, 
* humble or exalted, friendless and alone 
*-. or accompanied by a retinue of paid ad- 
* vocates, to all rights that the constitution 
* of the United States gives an accused 
* person and which may 
generally 'or 


I broadly be described as those rights 
£ which tend to insure a fair trial and a 
* just judgment. 
Z 
Particularly did the court point out 


l_ that a defendant not only has the right 
* to counsel but in time and early enough, 
~ so that his services may be worthwhile. 
* To quote the court: 


'In any event, the circumstance 


~ 
lends emphasis to the conclusion that 
during perhaps the most critical pe-

riod of the proceedings against these 
defendants, that is to say, from the

time 
of their arraignment until the 


beginning of the trial, when consulta- 
tion, thoroughgoing investigation and 
preparation were vitally important,

the defendants did not have the aid of 
counsel in any real sense although 
they were as much entitled to such 
aid during that period as at the trial

Nor would the court accept the ex-

[. * " crime, looked upon with especial horror 


;- and loathing in the community where 
* + they were tried, were not given anything 
* \ approaching a fair trial and a fair trial 


* still remains one of the priceless heri- 


<i tages of our Civilization. 


The supreme court in its carefully writ- 


* ten opinion does not close its eyes to the 


fact that "inexcusable delay in the en- 


* forcement of our criminal law is one of 


the grave evils of our time" and asserts 


that the speedy disposition of criminal 
cases is always to be encouraged, but, 
"in reaching that result a defendant, 
charged with a serious crime, must not be 
stripped of his right to have sufficient 
time to advise with counsel and prepare 
his defense," otherwise he is not tried 
"in the calm spirit of regulated justice 
but goes forward with the haste of the 
mob." 


We suppose these defendants, had they 


never found themselves in their pres- 
ent serious situation, would cheer loudly 
whenever one of our statesmen, with a 
tendency to blatherskite, assaults our 
courts or our judicial system, but those 
most familiar by decades of experience 
with the courts have learned of their 
jealous regard and painstaking, anxious 
consideration for the rights of those who 
are familiar with their own rights and 
need protection the worst way. 


It may be that these men will eventu- 


ally hang. It may be they deserve such 
a fate. That depends upon the law of Ala- 
bama and whether a jury alter a fair trial 
believes them guilty "beyond all reasona- 
ble doubt." But no such fate should over- 
take them without a full hearing, a thing 
impossible to a man in jail unless repre- 
sented by an agent whose feet and hands 
are unshackled, and who may at least 
try to find the facts and thus be free to 
present the truth. 


ARMISTICE DAY 


This week holds two great days of our 


year. Following closely the day on which 
we elect the President of the United 
States comes Armistice day, symbolic of 
peace. 


Fourteen years ago in-France the ris- 


ing sun lighted up scenes beyond descrip- 
tion. Millions of men were engaged in 
conflict, man to man, regiment against 
regiment, nation against nation. With the 
dawn of the day, the flash of the guns 
disappeared in the growing light but the 
thunder of them rolled and crashed on 
as it had through four long years. 


Suddenly there was silence, as word 


came of an armistice signed. The road 
to peace was open and men in the vor- 
tex of the maelstrom, benumbed and ex- 
hausted, hysterical or joyous as their na- 
tures reacted to the abrupt cessation of 
battle, saw again 
visions of a return 


to normal life, with a world safe from 
further war and strife. 


Yet almost within the period of a 


decade the world is in the-throes of an 
economic struggle nearly as devastating 
as war itself. Men, millions of them, are 
in the trenches, fighting, seeking a way 
out of the valley of despair in which 
they have been ambushed by economic 
disorder. But underneath all this feeling 
of despondency is a spirit of calmness and 
fortitude, as stable foundations for order 
and progress are sought. Brave men are 
fighting with no fanfare, of trumpets. 


There is great hope that this Armis- 


tice day will mark the dawn of a new 
epoch of economic peace and prosperity. 
It is fitting that the anniversary be cele- 
brated with unflagging memory of the 
heroism which brought this day to pass 
so that those men who survived could 
stand up, unafraid. It is equally fitting to 
recognize that much of what had been the 
day's glory, the glory of war if you please, 
has been trampled under the shuffling 
feet of millions of unemployed and heart- 
sick men, casualties also of those guns 
which still reecho throughout the land. 


THE LEAGUE RECONVENES 


With the reconvening of the league 


of nations at Geneva this week, the stage 
is set for a world drama of momentous 
importance. Between now and the end of 
the year the three great world problems 
of depression, disarmament and the Far 
East question will come up for considera- 
tion, the solutions of which are bound to 
have an important bearing on world eco- 
nomics and peace. 


Of equal interest to Americans is the 


fact that the United States, while not a 
member of the league, will be represented 
at all conferences on these questions, with 
this country playing not merely a leading 
role but the leader's role. 


However much we may desire to re- 


main within our own economic and politi- 
cal shell, our position as the world's 
creditor nation has forced us into a lead- 
ership which was inescapable. Like it or 
not, the interests of the United States are 
so deeply involved in these great world 
questions that to remain aloof is an im- 
possibility. 


Ostensibly in some of these discussions 


American representatives will rank mere- 
ly as observers but in reality they will 
be the star buyers at this international fair, 
having pockets full of unpaid notes with 
which to bargain and tiade, especially in 
the Far Eastern and disarmament stalls. 


But bargain or trade as they may 


under the direction of the President, the 
State and Treasury departments in Wash- 
ington, there is always that anchorage of 
safety for our ship of state—the senate, 
without whose consent no treaty can be 
made.

months the baby can stand with a 
ittle help. At 12 to 15 months the 
saby begins to step out in an er- 
ratic though perfectly sober man- 
ner. If your baby sits, stands or 
walks earlier, never mind, no harm 
done, provided the baby does so 
pontaneously. It is only prema- 
turely forced attempts at stand- 
ing and walking that may cause 
bowing of legs. 


Foods which supply considerable 
Vitamin D and should be given 
the baby to prevent rickets and 
bony deformities are yolk of eggs, 
fresh milk from pasture fed cows, 
cream, butter. Plain cod liver oil 
is the richest source of Vitamin D

Attack the lower 
end of the splint by a leather strap 
sewed to the inner edge of the 
sole of the shoe so as to hold the 
splint upon the inner malleolus,. A 
small strap should buckle around 
the upper part of the leg just be- 
low the knee and hold the splint 
in place there. Three strips of 
elastic webbing long enough to 
encircle leg and splint are attached 
to the splint one above the other 
and fitted with buckles at the rear 
edge of splint. These elastic straps 
are to be tightened around the leg 
moderately, not tight enough to 
cause pain. 
They must produce 


mild pressure over the greatest 
convexity of the deformity. The 
splints are to be w_orn only in the 
daytime. The splints should not 
interfere in the child's active play.

Incubation of Scarlet Fever 


How soon after a child is exposed 


to scarlet fever does the fever and 
rash begin? Would a child catch it 
by playing with iron toys that had 
been used by another child with 
the fever, if the toys are first boil- 
ed for half an hour and then soak- 
ed in ... (a nostrum)?

Answer—From the moment of in- 


fection to the beginning of the ill- 
ness (incubation period) from 24 
hours to a week may elapse, but in 
most cases it is three or four days. 
Ordinary soap and water washing 
of such toys or any other objects 
or utensils Bandied by a scarlet 
fever patient, would make them 
safe for others to handle or use. 


Boiling five minutes would make 
anything safe. It is silly to use 
the comparatively feeble antiseptic 
you mention, if boiling is possible

The downtown restaurants 
we 
hear of —Russian, Rumanian and 
such —could not stay open if it 
were not for the uptowners. Of 
course, some of these places get a 
"play" from sightseers who are 
complete strangers to the lower 
East Side, but a substantial part of 
the business comes from those who 
return to taste the familiar at- 
mosphere. 


The section's troubles were attri- 


buted in the main to landlords who 
were deaf to the demands of the 
times. The east siders heard of 
more modern building accommoda- 
tions to the north, which they could 
afford, and moved on to such sec- 
tions as the Bronx. 


Then, too, no small number of 
East Siders made their money down 
there and moved uptown to splurge. 
As the area's population shrank, 
shop prices dropned proportionate- 
ly.

When the hairs have lived out 
their normal span which is from 
two to four years, it is loosened 
from the scalp and combing or 
brushing will remove it

up the hair follicle. 
So you see 


these dead hairs are replaced. 


Build General Health 


However, when the hair falls 


in the proverbial bunches, you may 
be sure that something is wrong. 
A complete, physical check-up is 
not amiss, for hair and scalp health 
are very closely related to the con- 
dition of the general .system. Just 
as the hair falls after an operation, 
after ether and fever, after pro- 
longed illness, shock, mental or 
nervous strain, so poor circulation 
and general run-down condition 
may be the cause of falling hair. 
Regard it as a danger signal and 
build up. 


Local Treatment 


The local treatment 
for oily, 


falling hair is somewhat different 
from thin dry hair that is falling. 
For the oily hair, massage nightly 
with fingertrlps for a few minutes. 
Then use an oily scalp tonic. A 
tonic for the purpose may be made 
of: one and one-half ounces of wa- 
ter, the same quantity alcohol, and 
the same quantity witch hazel, plus 
40 grains of resorcin. Have you 
druggist mix for you. -Shampoo 
once a week. 
Once every two 


weeks before shampooing a salt 
brine treatment is very beneficial 
Eain water is especially good for 
the purpose. Otherwise, plain wa- 
ter. Put enough salt in it to make 
it briny. Using a pad of cotton or 
cloth, saturate scalp with the brine 
water, parting the hair into sec- 
tions of about one inch. Rub over 
the hair too. Massage with finger- 
tips. Allow to remain for a half 
hour. Then shampoo in the usual 
way. Be sure to remove every 
bit of the salt 
The salt water 


may also be used as a dry sham- 
poo occasionally. Apply as above, 
allow to remain overnight and in 
the morning brush every bit of 
salt out very thoroughly. Sham- 
poo after a few days. Oily hair 
should be brushed daily, but it is 
not necessary to brush the scalp, 
just the hair. 


Dry Hair 


Dry hair, on the other hand, 


should be brushed vigorously, up 
and out over the scalp and through 
the hair to stimulate the function- 
ing of the oil glands. Massage 
nightly with the fingertips. And 
once a week, part the hair in sec- 
tions and apply olive oil heated, 
or castor oil. Equal parts of both 
olive oil and castor oil are excel- 
lent "Leave on overnight. Sham- 
poo in the morning.

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Control of 
is Big 


Problem for Gardeners

Half the battle in growing a good 


garden is to control the insects. No 
sooner is a crop planted and grow- 
ing than along comes some bug or 
worm ready to devour it. 


The gardener's only hope lies in 


the use of poisons, repellants, _or 
some form of warfare on these in- 
sects that will hold them at least 
trader conrtol, if not destroy them 
altogether. 


The main point*- in fighting gar- 


den insects are to knov? how to 
fight them and to have the mater- 
ials on hand with which to do it. 
An understanding of how Insects 
work and the time at which they 
can be most easily killed is quite 
important. 


Pick Bight Poison 


For example, poisons like lead 


arsenate and mangnesium arsenate 
are of no value in fighting apMds 
or plant lice that suck the juices 
from the plant, usually feeding 
from the under surfaces of leaves. 
On the other hand, contact poisons, 
such, as nicotine 
sulphate and 


kerosen emulsion are of little 
value when it comes to killing 
potato bugs, bean beetles, and other 
insects that devour foliage and 
stems. 


When the old Colorado potato 


beetle first made its appearance in 
the eastern United States, most gar- 
deners thought that potatoes were 
doomed, and that they would no 
!onger be able to grow them. It was 
not long until Paris green and 
other arsenical poisons are on the 
market and gardeners soon had the 
potato bugs under control. 


Twelve years ago the Mexican 


bean beetle broke from its estab- 
lished quarters in the west and in- 
vaded our eastern bean fields. It 
looked for a time as if the day for 
growing beans was over, then the 
U. S. Bureau of Entomology tried 
different poisons and it was found 
that magnesium arsenate and the 
extracts of pyrethrum would con- 
trol the bean beetle. 


"Suckers" Most Unruly 


We have our troubles with cut- 


worms and grasshoppers, but poi- 
soned bran and molasses bait give 
us control of these insects. 


Perhaps our greatest difficulty 


is to control the aphids and other 
insects that suck the juices or sap 
of the plants, and which must be 
killed by contact poisons, or gassed. 
The problem is to find a gas or con- 
tact poison that will Mil the insects 
without affecting the plants. 


Nicotine sulphate, sold in the 


form of a dark, heavy liquid con- 
taining about 40 per cent of ac- 
tual nicotine, is a good poison. Its 
application is simple. Merely dis- 
solve about 2 ounces of any good 
laundry soap in a gallon of water, 
add 2 teaspoonfuls of the nicotine 
sulphate solution. Mix thoroughly 
and apply to the undersides of leaves 
where aphids are mostly found, us- 
ing a sprayer that %vill produce a 
fine misty spray. 


Another method is to get the 


nicotine dust and dust it onto the 
plants, especially on the underside 
of the leaves when the tempera- 
ture is above 70 degrees, and the 
gas that forms from the dust will 
suffocate the plant lice. 


The U- S. Bureau of Entomol- 


ogy, Washington, D. C., under 
whose direction the work on in- 
sect pests is conducted, has a vast 
quantity of information on the con- 
trol of many pests and is ready to 
give advice on any specific pro- 
'vblem.
